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INTRODUCTION 




Your RadioShack Indoor/Outdoor Siren/Alarm is a water- 
resistant, simpie-to-instail warning device. You can connect this 
siren/aiarm to your burgiar and fire aiarm system so it creates a 
rise-fail sound (for use with a burgiar aiarm) and an audibie fire 
aiarm signai (for use with a fire aiarm). You can connect the siren/ 
alarm to residential alarm systems. 

Important: Sale and use of sirens for mobile applications is 
prohibited in California and certain other states. Check iocai 
reguiations before instaliing this siren/alarm. 

This siren/aiarm compiies with State of Caiifornia reguiations 
requiring that temporai audibie fire aiarm signais be provided 
when a fire aiarm system is used for total evacuation of occu- 
pants. 

Aii fire aiarm systems instaiied in the State of Caiifornia must 
compiy with these reguiations. If you are not sure if your state 
requires that your fire aiarm system compiies with these regu- 
iations, consult your state’s fire reguiatory authority. 


This siren/aiarm has been tested and found to comply with UL 
985 and UL 1023. 
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5. Before you route the three wires through the bracket, 
place the ends of the wires side by side, then wrap a piece 
of cellophane tape around them to keep them flat. 

6. Route the siren/alarm’s wires through the mounting 
bracket, as shown. Align the holes in the bracket with the 
holes in the siren/alarm, then replace the bolts, lock wash- 
ers, and nuts, using your fingers to tighten the nuts. 


7. Adjust the siren/alarm to the desired angle, then use a 
Phillips screwdriver and a pair of pliers to tighten the nuts 
on the mounting bolts to secure the siren/alarm. Remove 
the tape from the wires before you make wiring connec- 
tions. 


CONNECTING THE SIREN/ALARM 
TO YOUR HOME ALARM SYSTEM 


Wire the siren/alarm to the terminals on your alarm system that 
supply 6 to 1 6 volts of DC power. Refer to your alarm system's 


manual for instructions about connecting sounding devices. 
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Note: Use the wire size recommended by your aiarm system’s 
manufacturer te make the connections, if a wire size is not rec- 
ommended, yeu might be abie to use wire such as RadioShack 
Cat. Nc. 278-863 (not suppiied) to make the connections. 

Connect the siren/aiarm's biack wire to your aiarm system’s 
negative (-) 6- to 16-voit DC power terminai. 


Te set up the siren/aiarm so it sounds a rise-faii sound (for use 
with a burgiar aiarm), connect the siren/aiarm’s red wire to your 
aiarm system’s positive (- 1 -) 6- to 16-voit DC power terminai. 



Te set up the siren/aiarm so it sounds an audibie fire aiarm sig- 
nai (for use with a fire aiarm), connect the siren’s white wire to 
your aiarm system’s positive (- 1 -) 6- to 16-voit DC power termi- 
nai. 


If yeur aiarm system provides separate positive (- 1 -) terminai 
outputs for different aiarm types, you can connect the siren/ 
aiarm to both of these types of outputs.

To enjoy your RadioShack Indoor/Outdoor Siren/Alarm for a 
long time: 

• Use and stere the siren/alarm only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the siren/alarm gently and carefully. Don’t drop it. 

• Wipe the siren/alarm with a damp cleth occasionally to 
keep it looking new.
